The task now is for supporters 
of a youth center and the Recre- 
ation Park expansion project to 
document these concerns and 


work on solutions, said Brian 
Major, adult representative to 
the Youth Council. 

Residents said they want pro- 
ponents of the Field of Dreams 
project to: 

¢ Provide supervision to pre- 
vent injury and increased van- 
dalism; 

* Improve safety conditions on 
the surrounding roads both for 
drivers and pedestrians; 

* Work on a budget to pay for 
maintenance of the expanded 
facilities; and 

° Provide better transporta 
tion or safer walkways to make 
the park more accessible,

for some young people and it has 
been the source of vandalism for

Andover High student 
arrested for ‘disturbing’ school 


ACLU may come to her defense

An Andover High School 
senior was arrested last Thurs- 
day afternoon as she stood on 
The Rock outside the front doors 
of the school waving her 
brassiere over her head, She was 
initially suspended from school, 
but returned yesterday, Wednes- 
day. 

Yvonne C. Nicoletti, 18, of 12 
Haskell Road, was arrested at 
1:40 p.m. and charged with “dis- 
turbance of schools.” She was 
handcuffed as she stood on The 
Rock, then led to one of four 
cruisers that responded. 

Ms. Nicoletti was arraigned in 
Lawrence District Court Friday 
morning and released on her 
Own personal recognizance. She 
was scheduled to return to court 
Nov. 15 for a pretrial hearing. A 
representative of the Mas- 
sachusetts Civil Liberties Union 
attended her arraignment. 

School officials, Ms. Nicoletti, 
her parents — Dr. A. Douglas 
Nicoletti and Rochelle Nicoletti 
and the Nicolettis’ lawyer, John 
Reinstein, legal director of the 
Massachusetts Civil Liberties 
Union, met Tuesday night and 


negotiated the student’s return to 
school yesterday, Wednesday, 

“The meeting was cordial and 
there was agreement on the 
issues,” Tim Thomas, AHS prin- 
cipal, said Wednesday morning. 

But this incident is not over, 

“We negotiated a return to 
school, but there are some very, 
very heavy issues that have not 
been resolved and will be pur- 
sued outside of school,” Rochelle 
Nicoletti said Wednesday. She 
said those issues would be pur- 
sued through legal channels, 

“We still have a court date,” 
the elder Ms. Nicoletti said, She 
said MTV, a Boston record com- 
pany, and other media have 
become interested in the issue, 

“There are some constitution- 
al issues that have to be resolved 
here,” the elder Ms. Nicoletti 
said. “I don't think it’s going to 
go away for quite a while to tell 
you the truth.” 

Mr. Thomas said he has no 
idea if charges against Ms, Nico- 
letti will be dropped. He said he 
hadn't talked to police but that he 
would talk with court officials 
before Ms. Nicoletti’s court date.

Who can vote 
absentee in election? 


A resident may vote absentee if he 
or she is a registered voter and will be 
unable to vote at the polls due to 
absence from the town during the time 
the polis are open, a physical disability 
or religious beliefs. 

The person must apply in writing 


for an absentee ballot from the office of 


the town clerk no later than noon, 
Monday, Nov. 7. The person may use 
an official absentee ballot application 
form obtained at the clerk’s office or 
any written form of communication 
Which includes name, address as listed 
on the voter list, address of where the 
ballot should be mailed and the signa- 
ture of the registered voter. Applicants 
must sign their own request personal- 
ly. 

By law, any absentee ballot that is 
requested to be sent by mail must be 
returned by mail with a postmark 
before the polls close on election day. 
Absentee ballots cannot be hand car- 
ried to the town clerk’s office or the 
polls on election day. The clerk’s office 
cautions absentee ballot applicants 
that requests should be made early 
enough for ballots to be sent and 
returned by the postal system as bal- 
lots cannot be counted if they are not 
returned as prescribed by law.

“I think delegation skills to me are very 
important for a school system of this size,” 
said Dick Muller, committee chairman. “You 
can get into serious burnout in a school Sys- 
tem of this size if you don’t delegate.” 


“IT want someone who can think well, who 
can write well and think on their feet. And 
not be swayed by the latest wave to hit the 
beach, even if it’s a tsunami.” said Susan 
Dalton, secretary to the committee. 


The committee set a preliminary time line 
for the hiring of a new superintendent as fol 
lows: 

«In January, after the winter holidays, 
the system will advertise in newspapers, 
education journals and on computer net 
works. 

* A cutoff date for receipt of applications 
will be set for Feb. 18. 

* By March 18, a screening committee, 
probably containing seven community mem- 
bers, will complete the screening process. 

* On March 21, the School Committee will 
receive the list of finalists from the screen- 
ing committee, 

* In late March, finalists will be inter- 
viewed and taken on site visits to Andover 
schools, meeting teachers and parent organi- 
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zations, 

* On April 18, a new superintendent will 
be selected and the new head of schools will 
assume the position on July 1. 


Any resident who wishes to serve on the 
superintendent search committee should 
write to the chairman, Dick Muller, and say 
what their qualifications are. 


The School Committee is still working on 
What the makeup of the committee will be. 
The School Committee has the final say in 
who is on the search committee. 


The School Committee made relatively 
minor changes Tuesday night to its educa- 
tional philosophy policy, a document that 
has not changed since 1979 when the commit:

HALTING THE NIGHTI.Y GRIND 

The term for teeth grinding during sleep, bruxism, comes from 
the Greek word “brychein" which means to gnash the teeth, Up to 
20 percent of the general public grinds its teeth at night, but is 
rarely aware that it is doing so. Thus, those who grind their teeth 
may be at a loss to explain the source of such symptoms as 
facial soreness and pain, fractured or abraded teeth, as well as 
the jawbone pain (TMJ syndrome) that bruxism may cause. The 
culprit behind these symptoms may only come to light after an 
examination by the dentist. When it does, the dentist can 
fabricate a plastic mouth guard that can be worn at night to 
prevent some of the damage caused by bruxism

Clean campaign 

Both candidates characterize the 
race so far as “clean.” However, there 
was a recent accusation that Ms. 
Marasco called Sen. Ted Kennedy a

“They view it as a winnable race 
one of the best chances we’ve had,” she 
said. 

Ms. Marasco scored more votes than 
Sen, O’Brien in Andover in the prima- 
ry — 1,618 to his 1,536. In the primary, 
2,185 Republicans and 2,107 Democrats 
voted. Mr. O’Brien had two opponents, 
who drew a total of 303 votes. Ms. 
Marasco was unopposed. 

Ms. Marasco said she has backing in 
Lawrence for her support of the death 
penalty. 

She said her support is good “and 
gaining” in Dracut. There, capital pun- 
ishment and the graduated income tax, 
which she opposes, are big issues, she 
said. The graduated income tax is prob- 
ably the premier issue in Andover, she 
said. 

Sen. O’Brien said he had great sup- 
port in the primary in Tewksbury and 
did better than he expected in Dracut, 
where both his Democratic opponents 
lived. He also said he had support in 
Lawrence and Andover. 

Sen. O’Brien said he thinks Mitt 
Romney and Gov. Weld will do well in 
bringing out a big Republican vote in 
Andover, and that he and Congress- 
man Marty Meehan will also bring out 
the voters, and that the result will be a 
large voter turnout. 

Strengths and weaknesses 

Ms. Marasco said one of her oppo- 
nent’s strengths is that he’s been part 
of the Bulger/McGovern team for 
almost 10 years. His other strength is 
that he is a friendly person, she said. 
And his weaknesses? 

“His voting record shows that he 
flip-flops on issues and in many 
instances votes the Bulger party line.”

Planned Par-

be supportive of that.”

MARASCO: “I think we need to abol- 
ish county government entirely, 
because we have such strong local gov- 
ernments.” 

A proposal Sen. O’Brien co-spon 
sored in his position as chairman of 
counties in the Senate would keep 
Barnstable County and three other 
counties intact, and it would retain the 
county retirement system, Ms. Maras: 
co said she would move to abolish all of 
it, “as quickly as possible.” 

The County Retirement system is 
full of corruption, including retirement 
officials taking junkets out of state, Ms. 
Marasco said. 

O'BRIEN: “I am the sponsor of a bill 
to abolish county government and | am 
actively working for its passage.” In 
the bill, Barnstable, Franklin, Hamp- 
shire and Dukes county governments 
would remain. The rest would be abol- 
ished. “People in those counties have 
affirmatively voted to keep those coun- 
ties.” But even in those counties, jails 
would come under the state and the 
Registry of Deeds would go under a 
Land Records Commission. The major 
point for getting rid of county govern- 
ment is getting control of corrections, 
the jails. 

13, Support school choice? 

MARASCO: Opposes school choice: 
“Each community should be the best. 
School choice won't make the schools 
that need the help any better. I think 
there’s quite a lot to be learned when a 
student stays involved in his or her 
community school.

Congressman Meehan, D-Lowell, 
criticized President Clinton for 
putting welfare reform “on the back 
burner” and is proud to point out 
that he split with his party to 
approve a presidential line-item 
veto, 

If you're looking for traditional 
partisan politics, you should avoid 
the Fifth District race, 

Mr. Meehan and Mr. Coleman are 
both making their second run for the 
Fifth District seat. Mr. Meehan has a 
self-imposed term limit of eight 
years, 

A self-employed mortgage banker, 
Mr. Coleman is married and the 
father of three young children. He 
grew up in public housing projects 
in Arkansas and his father died 
when he was 12 years old. His moth- 
er worked as a cook and his family 
Was on welfare. 

“I think we still do need to 
increase the minimum wage. Crime 
and welfare, you can pretty much 
link to that,” he said, “People on wel- 
fare are more likely to commit a 
crime than people not on welfare.” 

Mr. Coleman calls Mr. Meehan

because he voted for substantial cuts 
to the defense budget. 

However, Mr. Meehan sticks by 
his NAFTA vote and points to statis- 
tics that show exports to Mexico up 
17 percent since the agreement’s pas- 
sage, 

“NAFTA is clearly in the long- 
term interest of the United States. 
David Coleman’s stance on NAFTA 
is a stick-your-head-in-the-sand 
approach to foreign competition.

Mr. Meehan said if health care 
costs continue to spiral upward, 
“We're going to bankrupt every level 
of government.” 


“The failure to get some kind of 


health care reform through Congress 
was a major failure of this 
Congress,” said Mr. Meehan, who 
blames special interest groups for 
the gridlock on Capitol Hill. 

Mr. Meehan supports universal 
coverage, including payment for 
home-care for the elderly.

Some youth 
center answers 


Here are the concerns we heard at 

the public meeting Monday night at 
«South School about the proposal to 

build a youth center at Recreation 
Park and to add several playing fields 
and a maintenance building: 

Neighbors are worried about the 
busy roads. Some people are worried 
that the site isn’t centrally located, 
Some expressed concern that the area 
would be unattended at times and 
therefore vandalized. Some said plans 
address the concerns of organized 
sports, but not of passive sports (hik- 
ing, biking, etc.). There is a concern 
that a now-defunct well in the area 
could be contaminated by field fertiliz- 
ers, 

Here are some answers: 

Busy road: Yes, Woburn, Abbot 
and Porter roads are busy and narrow. 
Solution: widen some areas, put in 
sidewalks and a bike/walk path. 

Location: Yes, downtown might be 
better, but that isn’t practical. No one 
site would be accessible to all. The 
town owns the Rec. Park site, and it is 
in need of repair and care. Even 
though some say kids can’t walk or 
bike to Rec. Park, we say the older 
ones can. In addition, the town can 
work on bus schedules. School buses 
could make stops there, too. Obviously 
some will have to be driven there.

We 
were always busy with projects to 
match our level and still felt like a 
group. I do not feel that a student 
should be separated just because they 
need more time to grasp a math con- 
cept in sixth grade. They could still 
work as a group with the rest of the 
class. 

I felt very hurt and upset that Ms. 
Dalton twisted my words. I know I am 
only 11 years old, but I think that I 
have a valuable opinion.

Playing field from delinquent tax property? 


Editor, Townsman; 

I read with interest a listing of the 
largest delinquent taxpayers for the 
town of Andover in the Oct. 19 Kagle- 
Tribune. The third largest delinquent 
taxpayer, owing $200,459 for the years 
1988-1994, was the owner of the Cham- 
pa property off Haverhill Street. I won- 


der what the possibilities may be of 


the town acquiring this property for 
much needed athletic fields for soccer, 
baseball, field hockey and even tennis 
courts. 

We as a town are approaching com- 


plete build-out with what remains of 


open space dedicated to conservation 
and watershed protection, but very lit- 
tle dedicated to the business of orga- 
nized sports. This is one of the few 
remaining undeveloped pieces of prop- 
erty that would be unsuitable as con- 
servation land, and does not easily 
lend itself to the ambitions of a home 
builder, but is centrally located to the 
life of the community. 

Our current soccer fields are too 
few and much overused. We borrow 
fields from both the Pike School and 
Phillips Academy and those in Shaw- 
sheen are either mostly weed-covered 
expanses of dust or mud depending on 
the recent weather. We just do not 


have enough fields to be able to allow 
them to rest for a season. The town has 
always operated from the position that 
the activity of organized sports in the 
tawn is something outside of their pri- 
mary concern and charge for use of 
fields for which they provide little 
care or maintenance. A casual drive 
through our town on a Saturday or 
Sunday shows very clearly that orga- 
nized sports are central to the life of 
our citizens, especially the young. 

I would encourage any athletic 
groups, soccer association and par- 
ents, baseball parents and others to 
perhaps discuss the possibilities with 
our Board of Selectmen, the owners of 
the Champa property and the abutting 
neighbors of the area, to see if there is 
the possibility of providing in that 
area for the need for more athletic 
fields. Perhaps filed preparation, if 
land is acquired, could be financed 
through fund-raisers, donated equip 
ment and time from town citizens with 
access to what is needed, or through 
utilizing the Army Corps of Engineers 
as was done with the construction of 
Penguin Park.

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Phillips Academy keeps 
residents informed of 
Draper Hall plans 


Editor, Townsman: 
Dear fir iends and neighbors: 

As part of our continuing effort to keep 
you informed regarding progress on Draper 
Hall, we will have a public meeting on 
Wednesday, Oct. 26, at 7 p.m. at Davis Hall in 
McKeen Hall. [The Townsman went to press 
before the hearing.| Please come to review 
our plans and raise any questions that you 
might have. 

As we said last December and in the Jan- 
uary public meeting, we and the trustees of 
Phillips Academy have continued to work 
hard to determine what part of Draper Hall 
can be meaningfully preserved. We also 
promised a June 1994 decision. That decision 
was, as most of you know, to preserve and 
use the east section of Draper Hall, which 
represents about one half the square footage 
of the building. This section will contain fac- 


ulty residences and a number of school staff 


offices. 
In June we began the architectural selec- 


tion process which resulted in our choice of 


the Boston firm of Finegold/Alexander and 
Associates, architects and preservation plan- 
ners. Once selected, Finegold/Alexander 
began to work with future building users on 
program issues and requirements, and also 
began to assemble the necessary, highly 
detailed demolition bid documents.

‘ 
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Figuring how to clothe today’s woman

Here’s a personal 
question for any 
man willing to 
respond. How often 
have you been sub- 
jected to a “laugh” 
‘test? You know how 
it goes. If your wife, 
girlfriend or mother 
doesn’t laugh at the 
outfit you’ve assem- 
bled for the day, you 
pass the test. 


Unwittingly fail- 
ing the test can be 
painful. You get to 
work and your tie 
doesn’t go with your 
pants. Your pants 
don’t go with your 
‘shirt. Your shirt 
doesn’t go with your 
tie. A smirk, even a 
chuckle, generally 
alerts you that your 
attire may not be as 
harmonious as you 
once thought. “Well 
it was dark and I 
didn’t want to turn 
on the light and 
wake anyone.” 

John Daher, of 
Daher’s Shoes, gen- 
erally doesn’t have 
these problems. He, 
along with his sister, 
Joyce Belko, own 
Daher’s, a store in 
Andover that fea- 
tures a complete 
selection of footwear 
for men, women and 
children. In addition 
to the store at 89 
Main St., Mr. Daher 
and Ms. Belko also 
have another store, 
Daher’s For Kids, in 
Andover as well as 
two more in 
Methuen, one at the 
Methuen Mall and 
the other on Swan 
Street, where the 
store was first start- 
ed some 33 years ago 
by their parents. 


It is a keen eye 
and years of experi- 
‘ence in this industry 
that allowed Mr. 
Daher to effectively 
expand the thriving 
shoe business to now 
include women’s 
apparel. And it is in 
this domain that he 
administers a laugh 
test of his own, Only 
he spells laugh L-A- 
F-F, 

“It’s got to look 
good. It’s got to be 
affordable. It has to 
‘feel good. And it has

to fit real easy, 
explained the soft- 
spoken Mr. Daher. 

Looking good is 
certainly no laugh- 
ing matter. Nor is it 
funny to look ata 
pricetag of an outfit 
and decide you'd 
rather wait for Santa 
Claus to leave it 
under the tree than 
refinance your home 
just to pay for it. 
With this in mind, 
Mr. Daher pointed 
out that “everything 
here is pretty afford- 
able.” 


He added that 
“everything we buy, 
the texture and the 
feel of the fabric, has 
to feel good. Because 
that’s half the selling 
process. If you look 
at it and touch it, it’s 
half sold.” 

Addressing the 
final part of his 
acronym, Mr. Daher 
explains, “We do a 
lot of small, medium 
and large business. 
They don’t come in 
traditional women’s 
sizes, Which is 6-8-10- 
12. They are small, 
medium or large, so 
they are easy to fit.” 

It all seems to 
make good business 


sense. The irony, 
from a stereotypical 
point of view, is 
while the two share 
ownership of the 
store, it is Ms. Belko 
who handles the 
administrative 
responsibilities 
While Mr. Daher 
selects all the wom- 
en’s apparel sold in 
the store. 

“I do most of the 
buying (of women’s 
clothing) for all four 
stores,” said Mr. 
Daher. 


“He has a tremen- 
dous fashion sense,” 
Ms. Belko said. “He 
really has a knack 
for it.” 

The decision to 
expand to women’s 
clothing was a natu- 
ral one, 


“In our Methuen 
store, we always car- 
ried some women’s 
outerwear,” Mr. 
Daher said. “When 
we got this location 
(at 89 North Main 


St.) about two-and-a- ° 


half years ago, we 
had some. extra 
space to deal with, so 
we decided to bring 
in women’s clothing. 
Women’s outerwear 
had worked very 


well in Methuen, but 
it is seasonal, so we 
needed something 
for throughout the 
year.” 


According to Mr. 
Daher, business is 
excellent, and that 
includes their wom- 
en’s apparel. With 
the success he is 
experiencing with 
the women’s cloth- 
ing department, one 
can’t help but ask 
how he developed an 
eye for this? 

“T think it was a 
natural progression 
from shoe buying,” 
he said. “Shoe buy- 
ing is probably one 
of the hardest buys 
to make. To really 
understand shoes 
and who you are 
buying them for, you 
really have to under- 
stand the person 
buying them, what 
they are buying 
them for, and wear- 
ing them with. So 
you have to under- 
stand the whole per- 
son to buy a pair of 
shoes.” 


From a fashion 
sense, he has to 
understand the per- 
son top to bottom to 
understand the 
shoes, and he feels 
acquiring that skill 
just came over time. 
His sister is a little 
less modest when 
talking about her 
brother's fashion 
sense. 

“tM sia 
ability,” said 
Belko. “But it’s 
evolved with his 
knowledge of being 
out in the market for 
so long, too. It’s not 
unusual, and any 
employee will tell 
you this, that major 
companies will call 
on him for advice 
before they cut a 
product, like shoes, 
to see how he thinks 
the consumer will 
react to it.” His wom- 
en’s clothing depart- 
ment specializes in 
what Mr. Daher and 
Ms. Belko call 
“today’s woman.” 

“Today's woman 
is a woman who 
doesn’t have a lot of 
time, can’t fuss with 
herself,” said Mr. 


natural 
Ms. 


Daher. 

“She wants to 
look good, but it’s got 
to be easy,” added 
Ms. Belko. “She 
doesn’t want to have 
to work at it.” 


Presently, wom- 
en’s clothing makes 
up just a small frac- 
tion of the business 
at Daher’s, account- 
ing for less than one 
third of the show- 
room space and less 
than 17 percent of 
the total square 
footage of the store, 
but it is a rapidly 
growing part of the 
business, 


So with Mr. Daher 
taking such a proac- 
tive role in women’s 
fashion, does the 
family ever 
encounter’ differ- 
ences of opinion. 

“If we are going 
somewhere special 
or when we are 
going to buy an out- 
fit, any one of us 
females, including 
his wife, will run it 
by John before we 
decide ‘Does this 
match? Should we go 
out with this? Is this 
right?’ because he is 
such a strong fash- 
ion expert,” said Ms. 
Belko. 


“I’m not sure I'd 
go that far,” said Mr. 
Daher. “I’m just so 
critical, they have to 
get it past me first if 
they’re going some- 
place that I’m 
going,” he said with 
a LAFF.

What's in a shirt 

Mr. Thomas and Ellen Parker, assis- 
tant principal, both of whom were on 
hand at the time of the arrest, said Ms. 
Nicoletti had been asked to leave the 
_school earlier last Thursday because 
she was wearing a shirt they called 
“inappropriate.” 

“The police were called because we 
had a student who was in front of the 
school who was distracting and dis- 
turbing the education of, conservative- 
ly speaking, I would say 400 students,” 
Mr. Thomas said. “From my reading 
on it, she was clearly conducting her- 
self in a manner which was offensive to 
the community in that she had chosen 
to take off her bra and wave it around. 
And she had refused to leave the site. It 
was clearly disturbing the educational 
process for a large number of stu- 
dents.” 

In a letter she wrote while sitting in 
jail last Thursday, Ms. Nicoletti said, 
“The shirt depicted a painting by 
artist/singer Rob Zombie. It was a car- 
toon of bright-colored designs and two 
cartoon women from the waist up. The 
women were fully clothed but had very 
large breasts.” 

The AHS student handbook says 
that “each student should be clean and 
neat and wear clothes that are not dis- 
tracting or offensive to the school com- 
munity, and are in accordance with 
_health and safety standards. Students 
who do not comply with dress regula- 
tions will either be detained in the 
main office for the day or sent home to

change.” 

Ms. Parker said she gave Ms. Nico- 
letti the option of going home to change 
the shirt, and Ms. Nicoletti left, but 
instead of going home, she went back 
to class. Ms. Nicoletti’s parents were 
contacted and she left school grounds, 
She later returned to The Rock. 

“And this caused an interruption in 
the normal flow of the school’s educa- 
tional process,” an arrestable offense, 
according to Patrolman Robert Cronin, 
the arresting officer. 

Ms. Nicoletti was once more asked 
to leave and refused, saying that she 
wanted to wait until she had her pic- 
ture taken, according to Officer 
Cronin. At that point she was placed 
under arrest. 

“You got what you want. You're 
making a statement right on the 
Townsman front page,” Sgt. Brian Pat- 
tullo said to Ms. Nicoletti. 

Ms. Nicoletti spent about three 
hours in a jail cell at the police station 
before she was released on bail. She 
was suspended from school and Mr. 
Thomas issued a letter that advised her 
that she would be considered a tres- 
passer if found on school grounds, 
according to police. 

Students went back inside the 
school after Ms. Nicoletti was taken 
away by police, but some students 
were apparently concerned with the 
reaction of school officials. One parent 
called the Townsman Thursday after- 


‘noon and said her ninth-grade daugh- 


ter had just come home and told her 
about the incident. The mother was 
concerned about students’ rights to 
express themselves.

sent to the Townsman by her father. 

“In the beginning of classes, Mrs, 
Parker, Andover High’s assistant prin- 
cipal, eyed the shirt and fold me it was 
offensive,” the letter read in part. 

Ms. Nicoletti said Ms. Parker told 
her the size of the women’s breasts on 
the shirt was offensive, but Ms, Parker 
told the Townsman she never used the 
word “offensive,” but said that the 
shirt was “inappropriate for school,” 

“T was next pulled out of my ... class 
by my parents who agreed with my 
protest and went to talk to the princi- 
pal. Fifteen minutes later, 1 was pulled 
out of class again and forced to either 
leave with my parents or change my 
shirt. | demanded my right to an educa- 
tion and declined both choices. Mr, 
Thomas persisted. So, angry, hurt and 
violated, I left with my parents,” Ms, 
Nicoletti wrote. 

Ms. Parker said Ms. Nicoletti was 
initially given the opportunity to 
change or cover the shirt, and that it 
was actually her father who suggested 
sending her home to change. 

“All around me were students wear- 
ing Coed Naked shirts, shirts with 
giant marijuana leaves,” Ms, Nicoletti 
wrote, and in her letter she described 
“one particularly offensive shirt.” 

“l wondered who has the right to 
determine what is obscene,” she said, 

Mr. Thomas said this week that 
there are 1,200 students who wear T- 
shirts as well as backpacks, shirts and 


jackets that cover their shirts. When 


students walk through the halls, books 
and jackets cover up what’s on the 
shirts. “We do not have somebody post- 
ed at the front door inspecting each 
and every student who walks into the 
building,” Mr. Thomas said.

When teachers or administrators 
see something offensive, they speak to 
the student in a respectful manner, 
“letting them know it’s inappropriate,” 
and give them the choice of turning the 
shirt inside out, covering it up or going 
home to change it, according to Mr.

“No other teachers or students had 
complained about my shirt, as I have 
been a crazy dresser since grade 
school. An hour after I left school, my 
parents returned me (to school), realiz 
ing that | was right and would never be 
able to respect myself if I couldn't 
stand up for my beliefs. | am a woman 
of power and direction and it’s people 
like Mrs. Parker who turn basic 
human anatomy into something that’s 
dirty and wrong,” Ms, Nicoletti wrote. 
“I’m an honor student with no past 
police record and I was arrested for 
standing up for my identity.” 

The terms of the agreement reached 
Tuesday include Ms, Nicoletti will 
exercise discretion in the selection of 
clothing worn to school; she will be 
held to the same standards of behavior 
and dress as other students; and if an 
objection to something she is wearing 
occurs, she will turn it inside out, coy 
er it up or change it; she will not 
engage in any activity that breaks 
school rules or disrupts activities: and 
she will not be penalized for lawful 
expression as stated in the student 
handbook.

0 clothe 10-year-old Jake Christo 

pher, a Sanborn School fourth 

grader, for hockey, his parents 
pay about $600. That's $65 for a Cooper 
helmet with metal grid, $150 for skates 
and the rest for the required protective 
gear: elbow pads, shoulder pads, shin 
and neck guards, padded pants, socks, 
garter belt and shirts with his name on 
the back. 

John Christopher, of Lovejoy Road, 
his father and coach, says he buys 
quality equipment for Jake because he 
has two Mite players coming along, 
Andrew, 8, and Sara, 7, and they’ll be 
able to use that equipment when Jake 
outgrows it. Jake and his siblings skate 
with the Andover Hockey Association. 

The financial commitment to pro- 
tect a goalie is even steeper. The price- 
tag on just a helmet and face cage for a 
middle school-age goalie could run as 
high as $400. The rules allow checking 
at that age. 

Michael Johnson, 18, a Bantam 
goalie, spends $200 for his glove and 
$200 for the blocker. Add $280 to that 
for a chest protector, says Mary Ellen 
Johnson, mother of the West Middle 
School eighth-grader. 

And skates need sharpening every 
five hours of ice time. Cost is $3. 

However, parents can equip a five 
year old for AHA beginners’ clinic for a 
$119 package price including skates. 


Costly ice time 
Then factor in ice time. A traveling

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Make a child a millionaire

Even if you haven t got a lot of 
money, you can easily give $1 million 
or more to your children, grandchil- 
dren or favorite charity. All it takes is 
a small initial investment and a lot of 
time, 

Suppose your 16-year-old daughter 
plans to take a summer job, which 
will pay her at least $2,000, Because 
she has earned income, she can open 
an individual retirement account. If 
you would like to help fund her 
retirement, Kenneth Klegon, a finan- 
cial planner in Lansing, Mich,, sug- 
gests giving her $2,000 to set up the 
IRA. He then advises doing the same 
in each of the next five years, so that 
your daughter stashes away a total of 
$12,000, 

Result? If the money is invested in 
stocks, and stocks deliver their his- 
torical average annual return of 10% 
your daughter will have more than $1 
million by the time she turns 65. 

Because of the corrosive effect of 
inflation, that $1 million will only 
buy a quarter of what $1 million buys 
today, presuming the cost of living 
rises at 3% a year, Nonetheless. your 
$12,000 gift will go a long way 
toward paying for your daughter s 


Common Sense: 


You may use products from such well-know 


reurrement. The huge gain is possible 
because of the way stock-market com- 
pounding works, with money earned 
each year not only on your initial 
investment, but also on the gains 
accumulated from earlier vears 

The beauty of this strategy is that 
it will grow tax-deferred, Mr. Klegon 
says. Theres no cost. You can set up 
an IRA with a no-load mutual fund 
for nothing, Similarly, Mr. Klegon 
says, once your children enter the 
work force full time, you can encour- 
age them to participate in their com 
pany s 401k) plan by reimbursing 
them for their contributions 

For younger children, parents 

often use custodial accounts which 
receive favorable tax treatment. But 
with these accounts, children gain 
access to the money when they reach 
the age of majority, which in most 
states is 18 or 21, As a result, while 


custodial accounts might be useful for 


funding a college education, they 
aren t a good vehicle if you are aim- 
ing for stock-market compounding on 
a grand scale, 

As an alternative, consider a vari- 
able annuity for your youngster, 
advises Michael van den Akker, a 
partner in Price Waterhouse s finan- 
cial-planning group. Unlike an IRA. 
you don t even have to have some 
earned income to fund a variable 
annuity, he notes. 

But Mr, van den Akker warns that 
a variable annuity is similar to an 
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IRA, in that the money is locked up 
until age 59 1/2. Ifthe money is 
withdrawn before that age, there s 
generally a 10% tax penalty on the 
taxable amount withdrawn — in addi- 
tion to the regular income taxes that 
are due, 

Mr. van den Akker suggests using 
a low-cost variable annuity, such as 
those offered by Fidelity Investments 
and Vanguard Group. Both Fidelity 
and Vanguard say they would open 
an account for a child, as long as an 
adult is named as a custodian for the 
account. Fidelity s annuity demands 
a $2,500 minimum investment, while 
at Vanguard the minimum is $5.000. 

By buying a variable annuity when 
your child is young, your initial 
investment has time to balloon into a 
huge amount. Imagine you put 
$5,000 in a variable annuity for your 
son when he is four years old, At age 
60, he will have more than $1 million. 
presuming the money is invested in 
stocks that earn 10% a year, 

Funding a childs retirement plan 
or variable annuity has two big 
advantages, investment advisers say. 
First, the money grows tax-deferred. 
Second, the beneficiary is discour- 
aged from spending the money until 
59 1/2 because because of the tax 
penalties. As a result, before the ben- 
eficiaries get their hands on the mon- 
ey, your gift will enjoy the substantial 
growth that can come from years of 
stock-market compounding.

We have people who open an 
account, get the immediate tax 
deduction and then are letting it 
grow for five, 10 or 20 years, says 
the fund s president, Jamie Jaffee. 
She says families sometimes pool 
money to meet the minimum initial 
investment, which is $10,000. Donors 
can choose from three investment 
vehicles: a growth portfolio, an equl- 
ty-income portfolio and a fixed- 
income portfolio, These portfolios 
invest in other Fidelity mutual funds. 

Investment advisers also advocate 
other strategies for delayed gift-giv- 
ing, such as using trusts and life 
insurance, But these strategies may 
not be as attractive if your goal is 
simply to get high returns over a long 
period of time with the least hassles. 

John Cammack, a vice president 
with T. Rowe Price Associates, notes 
that you could take out a life-insur- 
ance policy and name your children 
or a charity as the beneficiary. He 
advises buying a low-load variable 
life policy, where you get a choice of

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Money blunders of the ot

People do dumb things with money. 

Consider the Cleveland woman 
who dutifully clipped the interest 
coupons on her ‘bearer” bonds, the 
kind that aren’t registered in the 
name of the bondholder, But instead 
of redeeming the coupons so she could 
collect the interest, she kept them 
safely in a box, By the time the the 
woman figured out her mistake, she 
had lost years of interest. 

“It’s a case of someone not under- 
standing what they have,” says Cleve- 
land financial planner Karen Spero 
who had to tell the woman her mis- 
take. 

Mistakes like this are quite com- 
mon. Financial planners and invest 
ment advisers say it’s amazing how 
many ways people can overlook or 
misconstrue a key feature of an 
investment and end up badly burned. 


“If you could read the transcripts of 


arbitration hearings you would be 
amazed at the amount of stupidity 
that is out there,” says Michael 
Stolper, a San Diego consultant who 
helps wealthy clients pick money 
managers, The same people who shop 
all over town to pet the best price on a 
microwave oven, he says, will invest 
thousands without asking the most 
basic questions 


But even if you ask lots of ques- 
tions and thoroughly research every 
investment, there’s always something 
you can learn from other people's mis- 
takes. So here is a look at some of the 
most common stupid mistakes made 
by otherwise smart people as they try 
to make their money prow. 

1. Doing nothing 

The people who make this mistake 
often have huge amounts of money in 
their checking accounts, Why? “They 
are intimidated by the semantics, 
they are confused by the volumes, and 
they are confused by the inherent con- 
flicts in the advice,” Mr. Stolper says, 
These people are too uncomfortable to 
make any decision at all. 

The result: Their money Just sits 
there. Or worse, they get so frustrated 
they throw their money at the first 
Opportunity that 


comes along. 
“They charge 
ahead because the 
stress of inactivity 
or squandered 
opportunity over 
powers their iner- 
tia,” he says. And 
that often leads to 
dumb-money mis- 
take No, 2. 
2. Buying ona 
cold call

phone and end up sending a check to 
some distant brokerage firm that ‘will 
make them wealthy,” says John 
Markese, president of the American 
Association of Individual Investors, 
Chicago. “But people do it, and they 
do it all the time.” 

In the worst cases, the pitch is for 
something like precious metals, and 
investors write a check without seeing 
a single prospectus, Not only that, but 
they send the check by overnight ser- 
vice, allowing the caller to avoid run- 
ning afoul of federal mail-fraud laws, 
Mr, Markese says. 

Not far down the dumb list, howev- 
er, is buying on the cold calls from 
legitimate brokerage houses offering 
new clients a chance to get in on a hot 
new stock offering. The problem? Hot 
new stock offerings almost always are

4. Forgetting to watch 

Buying and holding is often smart. 
But holding without Watching can 
leave an investor riding a stock all the 
way to the top and all the way down 
again. 

“Keeping a stock that you don't 
watch is like having an unguided mis- 
sile,” says Lewis J. Altfest, a New 
York investment adviser, “For every 
one that goes into the stratosphere, 
10 flame out.” 

5. Getting bonds backward 

When interest rates go up, bond 

prices head down. But some people 


Just don’t get that inverse relation- 


ship. Correctly anticipating that 
Interest rates are headed up, they buy 
bonds 

“These people believe that if bond 
Interest rates are going up, they will 
capture (higher yields), when really 
they will be losing their principal” if 
they have to sell before maturity, Mr, 
Altfest says. “Ultimately, when you

6. Thinking fixed income is 

fixed value 

“I often find very sophisticated peo- 
ple are really surprised to see fluctua- 
tion in the value of their bonds.” Ms. 
Spero says. A lot of people assume a 
$25,000 bond will be worth $25,000 
from the time it is issued until it 
matures. Actually, the value almost 
always will be higher or lower, 
depending on whether interest rates 
fall or rise. 

People apply the same faulty logic 
to bond mutual funds, not realizing 
that they can lose money in such a 
fund if interest rates rise enough. 

7. Thinking a guarantee 
is a guarantee 
Just because an investment is

“guaranteed” doesn’t mean you won't 
lose money. For instance, insured 
bonds protect you from default, but 
market conditions still ean bring you 
a big loss in your portfolio, 

People also run afoul of conditional 
guarantees. Tax-deferred variable 
annuities, for example, may guaran- 
tee you your original principal back at 
death. “People just remember that it 
is guaranteed,” Ms, Spero says. “They 
forget that they have to die to get it.” 
So when they go to change something 
or sell the investment, they want to 
know why it isn’t worth what they 
expected. 

Some people see guarantees where 
they simply don’t exist. Many people 
believe, for example, that mutual- 
fund purchases, like bank deposits, 
are federally insured, They aren’t - 


not even when they are sold by banks, 


Similarly, illustrations used in selling 
cash-value life-insurance policies are 
simply examples of what will happen 
under specific interest-rate scenarios. 
They offer no protection if market 
conditions change. 
8. Overdoing a tax advantage 

Many people lose track of the fact 
that the main advantage of an indi- 
vidual-retirement account is that it 
allows investments to grow tax- 
deferred until the money is with- 
drawn. To fill them with tax-free 
instruments, such as municipal 
bonds, is redundant at best. But 
many investors do. 

In fact, many people are such zeal- 


ous antitaxers that they buy tax-free 
municipals even though they are in 
the 15% tax bracket and don’t get 
enough tax advantage to offset the 
lower yield on tax-free investments. 
“People are irrational about this,” Mr. 
Altfest says. “Even after you explain 
it, they will say they don’t want to 
give another dollar than they have to 
to the government.” 
9. Putting it in the wrong name 
Elaborate estate planning is often 
undone by this common mistake. If 
property is held in joint name with 
rights of survivorship, “it isn’t going 
to matter what the will provides,” 
says William G. Brennan, a Washing- 
ton financial planner. “The property is 
going to go to the survivor automati- 
cally.” People don’t understand, he 
says, that underlying ownership con- 
trols these situations, If you change 
the ownership of your house, giving 
one of your children joint tenancy 


with rights of survivorship, your other 


children won’t end up with any share 
of the house, even if your will says 
they should. 

Similarly, people who buy huge life- 
Insurance policies and keep them in 
their names make the death benefit 
part of their estates and thus subject 
to estate tax upon death. “They are 
paying all these premiums for a mil- 
lion-dollar policy when only about 
$500,000 of that money will ever be 
available,” says Martin M. 
Shenkman, a New York lawyer and 
financial adviser, The problem is easi- 
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ly avoided, he Says, by creating an 
irrevocable insurance trust to own the 
policy, 

10. Neglecting the final step 

Many people go to great lengths to 
do financial planning but never finish 
the process. Some create complicated 
trusts, but never put any assets in 
them. When they die, the trusts are, 
at best, useless. At worst, the assets 
end up going to an unintended benefi- 
ciary. 

Likewise, Mr. Shenkman says, peo- 
ple with closely held businesses some- 
times spend lots of money to buy life 
insurance to fund a buyout of their 
share of the business when they die. 
But then they fail to hire a lawyer to 
draw up the buyout agreement. “So 
there is no legal agreement to govern 
what happens.” Survivors then have 
to thrash out an arrangement after 
the fact. 


ee 
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fyou are like most mutual-fund 
investors, you have no desire to 
become an expert on “deriva 
tives,” those arcane securities 
Whose returns are derived from some 
underlying asset or index, 

But you also don’t want to wake up 
one morning to find that a fund you 
own is the latest to suffer big deriva 
tive-related losses. And you can’t real 
ly count on information services and 
rating agencies to keep you out of 
trouble, They weren't much help to 
investors in avoiding the derivatives 
problems recently reported by mutual 
funds. 

So, you don’t really have much 
choice, Whether you like it or not. you 
are going to have to learn a bit about 
derivatives, 

The good side 

The first lesson: Don’t overreact, 
Because derivatives come in so many 
varieties, and can be used in different 
Ways, It is a mistake to conclude that 
a fund is particularly risky simply 
because it owns these securities, 
Derivatives can be used to reduce a 
portfolio’s risk, or as a more efficient 
way to make a particular stock or 
bond investment. 

“The presumption is that deriva 
lives are per se bad — and they are

All types of mutual funds use 
derivative securities. Much of the use 
involves the “traditional,” plain-vanil 
la types. Por instance, international 
stock and bond funds regularly use 
exchange-traded currency options and 
futures to hedge their currency risk 
when they buy securities overseas, 
Many stock funds use exchange-trad 
ed stock-index futures to deploy cash 
inflows quickly or because they may 
be a lower-cost way to invest in the 
market, 

The use of derivatives is most wor 
risome in bond funds and money 
funds because those are vehicles that 
investors buy expecting lower risk 
And in an apparent effort to boost 
their yields, some of these funds have 
ventured into “exotic” derivatives that 
pose substantial and sometimes little 
understood risks. 

Signals to check 

Take a few minutes to check the 
holdings listed in your funds’ annual 
and semiannual reports. There are 
some seemingly innocuous terms-like 
“interest only” and “principal only” 
that can signal the presence of some 
higher-risk derivatives in a fund's 
portfolio. You may also want to call 
the fund companies to ask about their 
derivative exposure and request any 
written summaries they have pre 
pared

will have to decide if you are comfort 
able with the fund company’s expla 
nation of their use, If you are uneasy, 
it’s only logical to switch. Some funds 
say they use only the most conserva 
tive derivatives, if any at all, 

Don't focus on derivative exposure 
alone, Instead, try to get a handle on 
a fund’s overall risk. As Stephen 
Ward, chief investment officer for the 
funds sponsored by discount broker 
Charles Schwab & Co., puts it, the 
fundamental question you are trying 
to answer ts: “Are the managers man 
aging Ina way that is consistent with 
the purpose of the portfolio?” 

Remember that there are different 
types of risk. A bond fund that shuns 
bond derivatives because of their 
souped-up interest-rate risk might be 
taking a lot of Seredit risk” in lower 
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rated securities, 

And in this era of derivatives, as 
always, a little common sense can go 
a long Way In avoiding investment 
disasters 

In selecting money-market funds 
and bond funds — the two categories 
recently hit by derivative problems 
it always makes sense to be wary of 
those that have much higher yields or 
total returns than their peers. “They 
are doing something that increases 
risk,” whether it involves high-risk 
derivatives or something else,” says 
William B. Smith III, president of 
W.B. Smith & Co., a fixed-income 
Investment counseling firm in Salem, 
Mass. 

For instance, Piper Jaffray Institu 
tional Government Income Fund, one 
fund that recently had a big deriva 
tives loss, posted a 1993 gain of 
almost 16%. That was extraordinary 
for a short-term bond fund, 

Mirms such as Morningstar Inc.. a 
Chicago company that tracks mutual 
fund performance, and ratings agen 
cies such as New York-based Stan- 
dard & Poor’s Corp. can help by pro 
viding useful information on a fund’s 
risks, But as some recent examples 
show, you shouldn't expect too much 

S&P, for instance, maintained its 
top rating for money-fund credit qual 
ity, triple-A-m, on Pacifie Horizon 
Government Fund until about two 
weeks after fund sponsor BankAmeri 
ca Corp. spent $17.4 million to bail 
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Founded more than 20 years ago as a 
U.S. military research network and 
expanded to connect mostly academic sit- 
uations, the Internet is the world’s largest 
computer network.

If your children need money, you 
can borrow against the insurance 
policy, Mr. Cammack notes. In addi 
tion, When you die, the payout on

But using insurance has its draw 
backs. “From an investment stand 
point, it’s like buying a mutual fund 
with a very high expense ratio.” says 
Robert Bingham, an investment 
adviser with San Francisco's Bing 
ham, Osborn & Searborough 
“Because the age of death is unce) 
tain, you're much better off with a 
straight investment, because you 
can control when the child gets the 
oift.” 


Trust arrangements, by contrast, 
allow you to time the date of your 
gift precisely, But unlike with a 
retirement account or an insurance 
product,-you won't get tax-deferred 
growth, 

“You use a trust when you have 
more money and where the main 
concern is that the money will be 
mismanaged by the child,” Mr, Bing- 
ham says. “I wouldn’t think about a 
trust unless the amount was at least 
$75,000.” 

For cash-strapped investors, 
Twentieth Century Giftrust 
Investors might seem like a good 
alternative. Investors can’t buy this 
unusual Kansas City, Mo., mutual 
fund for themselves. Instead, the 
fund can only be given as a gift to 


somebody else, Bach account is set 
up as a separate trust 

\s the grantor, you get to decide 
when the beneficiary will receive 
access to the trust. You could. for 
Instance, time the gift to coincide 
with a child’s likely date of retire 
ment. The minimum initial invest 
ment to set up an account is just 
9250, and all investments must bc 
made for at least 10 years or until 
the child reaches the age of majorits 
whichever is longer 

But while Giftrust might be an 
excellent vehicle for funding a 
child's college education, it could 
create a tax nightmare ifthe trust 
continues to operate after the bene 
ficiary reaches age 21, That’s 
because money is deducted every 
year from each account to pay the 
income and capital-gains taxes that 
are due. Once the trust wraps up, 
the beneficiary may have to pay 
additional taxes on any income and 
short-term capital gains that were 
earned by the trust. These taxes 
apply to those years when the bene- 
ficiary is 21 or over and when he or 


she paid income taxes at a higher 
marginal rate than the trust, 

John Hartenbach, a tax expert 
who does consulting for Twentieth 
Century Investors, advises people to 
think carefully before giving gifts 
that mature after the beneficiary 
turns 21, “I would bet that 95% of 
the accounts are set up for the mini- 
mum period, which is 10 years or 
until the age of majority, whichever 
is longer,” Mr, Hartenbach says. If 
the trust matures after the benefi- 
clary turns 21, the tax accounting 
“could be very onerous.” 
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Use costs, risks as map to mutual-fund picks

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Two out of three ain't bad 

When picking a mutual fund, you 
have to consider three main ques 
tions. First, will the fund generate 
good results? Second, how much will 
you have to pay to get that perfor 
mance? And finally, how wild will the 
share-price gyrations be along the 
way? 

The good news is, two of these 
three questions can be answered pret 
ty easily. The bad news is, it’s extraor 
cainarily difficult to get a fix on the 
most important issue-a fund’s future 
performance, 

“People spend 90% of their time 
thinking about which funds are going 
to perform well and 10% worrying 
about everything else,” says Gerald 
Perritt, editor of the Mutual Fund 
Letter, a Chicago newsletter. “That 
means you spend most of your time 
on the imponderable, and not nearly 
enough time on other things that 
matter long term. You've got to be 
looking at risk and cost.” 


Avoiding 
high-expense-funds 
is especially critical 
when vicking a 
bond fund. 


In an attempt to find future top 
performers, most investors look for 
funds that have done well in the past. 
But, unfortunately, funds with good 
records often stumble. 

Consider the case of American Her- 
itage Fund. The stock fund, which 
ranked as the top-performing mutual 
fund for the three years through last 
December, plunged 29.4% in this 
year’s first seven months, making it 
the fund industry’s second-worst per- 
forming fund. 

Past performance is a better guide 
to future results with bond funds 
than with stock funds. But even 
among bond funds, there are some 
notorious disasters. Piper Jaffray 
Institutional Government Income 
Portfolio, for instance, was the top- 
performing short-term government- 
bond fund between year-end 1990 and 
year-end 1998. But this year, the 
Piper, Jaffray Cos.’ fund has ranked 
as the worst-performing bond fund, 
with a loss of 23.5% through July, 
Considering costs 

Because future fund performance is 
so difficult to forecast, fund analysts 
suggest spending at least as much 
time considering a fund’s cost and 
risk level, which can be predicted

with far more certainty, “The last 
thing [look at is performance when | 
pick a fund,” says Geoffrey Loynd, a 
financial planner in Marblehead, 
Mass. “The first thing I look at is cost. 
I want to make sure I get a low-cost 
fund, That stacks the odds in your 
favor.” 

All mutual funds incur annual 
expenses, and some also charge a 
sales commission when you buy or 
sell the fund. These costs are dis- 
closed within the first few pages of a 
fund’s prospectus, which is the official 
sales document that gets sent to all 
prospective investors. 

Using the prospectus, a fund’s costs 
are casy to predict, analysts say. The 
sales charge probably won't change, 
The annual expenses will vary slight 
ly from the figure published in the 
prospectus, though the difference 
shouldn't be significant unless the 
fund boosts its management fee or 
there is a big change in the amount of 
money the fund has under manage 
ment. Published mutual-fund results 
already reflect the impact of annual 
fund expenses, though they don’t usu 
ally take into account a fund’s sales 
commissions. 

Protecting returns 

Because hefty fund costs can dras 
tically reduce your returns, Kenneth 
Klegon, a financial planner in Lans- 
ing, Mich., advocates buying no-load 
funds with modest annual expenses. 
Diversified U.S. stock funds charge an 
average of 1.38 in annual expenses, 
while taxable bond funds levy around 
0.90. 

“On the bond side, you should be 
paying significantly less than the 
average bond fund,” Mr. Klegon says. 
“On the stock side, it may make sense 
to pay a little bit more for a superior 
manager. You'll also pay more for an 
international manager or an emerg- 
ing-markets manager.” 

Avoiding high-expense-funds is 
especially critical when picking a 
bond fund, says John Bogle, chairman 
of Vanguard Group, the giant Valley 
Forge, Pa., fund complex. Mr. Bogle 
estimates that, among bond funds 
with a similar investment objective, 
differences in annual expenses proba- 


sets tough, 


bly explain 75% of the variation in 
performance 

“There’s no realistic chance that 
the quartile of bond funds with the 
highest expenses could beat the quar- 
tile of bond funds with the lowest 
expenses,” he says. 

Future risk level 

Just as future mutual-fund costs 
can be predicted with some accuracy, 
So is it possible for investors to get a 
pretty good handle on a fund’s future 
risk level. How? Simply look at the 
fund’s historical share-price gyra- 
tions 

A fund’s risk is often measured by 
analyzing its performance in bull and 
bear markets or by looking at two 
measures that reflect the month-to 
month variations in a fund’s results 
“beta,” which shows how much its val 
ue fluctuates relative to the market as 
a whole, and “standard deviation,” 
which shows how much its monthly 
return can stray from its average 
return, This information is published 
by some mutual-fund newsletters, 
and it may also be available from the 
fund itself. 

Scott Lummer, a managing director 
with Ibbotson Associates, a Chicago 
investment-consulting firm, notes 
that the wildness of a fund's share- 
price swings will vary depending on 
how choppy the market is 

But he says that the relative risk 
level of different funds tends to 
remain fairly constant. For instance, 
equity-income and growth-and-income 
funds usually give investors a 
smoother ride than growth funds, 
which in turn are typically more sta- 
ble than aggressive-growth and small- 
company stock funds. Mr, Lummer 
warns, however, that this pattern can 
break down if'a fund manager strays 
from his investment style. 


Understanding a fund’s relative 
risk level is important so that you 
don’t buy into more risk than you can 
stomach, then bail out when the going 
gets tough. “Risk matters because you 
need to build a portfolio that you can 
live with through thick and thin,” 
says Mr. Perritt, the newsletter edi- 
tor.

lo earn decent returns, you have to

One way to make 
owning these riskier funds less 
unnerving is to hold them as part ofa 
diversified portfolio that includes a 
mix of stock and bond funds that tap 
into a variety of market sectors 


As for performance, the fact that 
you can’t predict it doesn’t mean that 
you should ignore past performance 
altogether. “There is some relation- 
ship between past performance and 
future performance,” says Ibbotson’s 
Mr. Lummer. “But unfortunately it’s 
not a matter of picking funds that fin 
ished in the top 10% for the past three 
years and expecting that they'll be 
there again in the next three years.” 


Roger Ibbotson, president of Ibbot- 
son Associates, looked at stock-fund 
performance for the period 1976-87,

He found that funds that ranked in 
the top 25% of their category during 
the past three years had a better than 
60% chance of being in their catego- 
ry’s top half during the next three 
years.

William John Mikus, a managing 
director with Los Angeles money 
manager Financial Design, advises 
buying funds that have performed 
well compared with funds that use a 
similar investment style. He says you 
should check that the fund manager 
responsible for the fund's record is 
still at the fund’s helm and that the 
fund’s long-term record isn’t built on 
just one or two years of spectacular 
performance. Mr. Mikus also says he 
prefers funds that have been around 
for at least three years and that have 
more than $200 million in assets. 


If you find a top-performing fund 
that meets all those criteria, can you 
be sure it will continue to generate 
top-notch results? Mr. Mikus doesn't 
offer a whole lot of hope. “Even then, 
there are precious few guarantees,” 
he says.
